Member of Scheel

William Jesse Brown, mem- 
ber of the Coffee County Board 
of Education for a half-cen- 
tury, died Thursday, May 18, 
at his home at Zion Chapel 
where he had lived almost, his 
entire lifetime.

They are: County 
Commissioner Eugene Brown, 
and Charles Brown, both of 
Zion Chapel; William C. Brown 
of Headland, and John Brown 
of Decatur, Ga. Also surviving 
are 17 grandchildren and 10 
great - grandchildren, 

Church Members 

Mr. and Mrs. Brown were 
members of the Zion Chapel 
Baptist Church and Mr, Brown 
served for many years as the 
church clerk. Shortly after 
marriage Mr. Brown became a 
member of the Coffee County 
School Board and served al- 
most continuously in that ca- 
pacity until his retirement in 
November, 1960, when his 
grand nephew, W. R. Fuller, 
was elected to succeed him. 

Mr. Brown always operated 
a farm at Zion Chapel which 
led to his establishment of the 
Elba Gin and Warehouse Co, in 
Elba in 1926. At one time he 
owned the telephone company 
in Luverne and the telephone 
company at Headland.
